1.1. Human evolution 

About six million years ago in Africa, some primates 
began to adapt to new climatic conditions. These first 
hominids evolved over time into human species. 

The most important changes in the process of human 
evolution were: 

• Standing upright and walking on two legs. This 
improved vision and freed the hands for making tools. 

• The capacity of the cranium increased. This allowed 

for the development of the brain. 

• The use of fire to cook food. This caused the size of 
the jaw and teeth to decrease. 

• Language helped them to communicate knowledge.

1 . 2 . Hunting and gathering 

The appearance of the first humans was the start of the 
first great period of Prehistory: the Palaeolithic Age. 

Palaeolithic men and women lived from hunting, 
fishing and gathering fruit. As they could not produce 
their own food, we call them predators. They were 
nomads and lived in caves and huts. 

They learnt how to make fire. This allowed them to heat 
and light their caves, frighten away animals and cook food. 

They learnt to make tools. At first, these tools were 
simple sharpened stones. However, they perfected them 
(using flint) and began making specialised tools, such as 
scrapers and spear heads. They also began using other 
materials, such as bone or horn.

2 . 1 . Cave painting 

In the Palaeolithic Age the first religious beliefs 
and the first examples of art appeared. 

Some 30000 years ago, Homo sapiens sapiens 
began painting on the walls of caves. They painted 
animals (bison, horses, deer), symbols and hunting 
scenes. 

On the Iberian Peninsula we have many examples 
of these paintings. There are two main areas: 

• Cantabrian: realistic paintings, usually of 
individual animals in different colours. 

• Mediterranean or Levantine: group scenes of 
everyday life, such as hunting. The forms of the 
humans and animals are simplified and are 
usually in one colour.

2 . 2 . STATUE9 AND ENGRAVINGS 

Palaeolithic people also sculpted, painted and 
engraved figures of animals and humans on bone, 
stone or ivory. These objects are called mobiliary 
art as they can be moved. 

A common object was the Venus figurine. These 
small statuettes were made of stone, bone or horn. 
They represent women with exaggerated maternal 
characteristics. It is believed they were related to 
fertility rituals.

The Neolithic Age: food production 



About 10 000 years ago, people began producing their 
own food. This happened in an area of the Middle East 
known as the Fertile Crescent. This new age is called 
the Neolithic Age. 

3 . 1 . Agriculture and raising livestock 

People in the Neolithic Age learnt to cultivate the 
land from observing nature. This was the origin of 
agriculture. They first began to grow cereals (wheat, 
barley and rye) and pulses (lentils and peas). 

They learnt to domesticate animals. This was the 
beginning of raising livestock. The first domesticated 
animals were goats, sheep and pigs.

3 . 2 . New toolq and new techniques 

To help them in their new tasks, Neolithic people 
made new tools: the sickle and the hand mill, and they 
invented a new technique, stone polishing. This 
allowed them to develop better tools, such as hoes (for 
digging holes) and axes (for cutting down trees). 

They developed pottery to store, transport and cook 
food. They also discovered how to make textiles. For 
this, they used spindles (to make thread) and looms 
(to weave thread into cloth).

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3 . 3 . The first villages 

The men and women of the 
Neolithic Age became sedentary 
so they could look after their 
crops and animals. They lived in 
one place (in villages) and 
produced their own food.

The Metal Ages 



4 . 1 . Metalworking 

The first metal used for tools and weapons 
was copper, then bronze in the 5 th 
millennium BC, and later iron. These metals 
were more resistant and efficient than stone. 

At first they beat the cold metal into shape. 
However, later they used forges to heat the 
metal first, making it easier to shape. 

With the invention of smelting, metal could 
be given any form.

Metalworking was difficult work and so the 
first specialists appeared. As society 
continued to advance, craftsmen also began to 
appear. These people were jewellers, 
blacksmiths and potters. 

This production of new objects stimulated 
trade and new forms of transport were 
developed using sails and the wheel.

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4.4. Megaliths 

In Europe, in the 6 th millennium BC, the 
more advanced societies began to make 
monuments. These were made out of large 
stones called megaliths. There are different 
types of megalithic structures: 

• Menhir. This is a large standing stone. It is 
thought they were commemorative or to 
mark territory. 

• Dolmen. This is a collective burial chamber 
of large standing stones with more stones 
across the top as a roof. 

• Stone circle. This is a series of stones 
standing in a circle. Horizontal stones 
(lintels) were placed across the top. They 
may have been linked to cults of agriculture 
or the Sun.
